B ut’it is felt heie they are m is­ 
taken as to the proper course to p u r­ 
sue. 
The company can really make 
more money, it is said, by leasing the 
treasury stock. 
When the Rushville

company was here they furnished a 
good gas supp'y 
For that m atter so 
does this rompanv so far as they go. 
But the Rushville company [decided to 
raise its rates. 
Theu*the people raised 
a “ how l.” 
An indignation meeting 
was held and Hie town council was 
ordered to compel the Rushville com­ 
pany, to either restore its [rates or get 
out of town.

Subscription lists were then circu­ 
lated for the p u r in e of organizing a 
local company. 
After the stock was

Upon the assurance of the company

Senator Carl Wood of Seymour is said 
to have been their choice for the floor 
leadership in the senate and that they 
had slated R epresentative Joe C ra­ 
vens of Madison for a sim ilar position 
in the house. 
No attem pt was made 
to elect either of them W ednesday, 
but it is now reported that the prin­ 
cipal reason was that a num ber of 
prom inent m em bers learned of the 
gam e and put a quietus to it before 
they had a show of trying to run it 
through. 
It is said that Taggart and 
his 
lieutenants had determ ined on 
sidetracking Senator L. Ert Slack, an 
am bitious young m em ber from Frank 
lin. who has aspired to the leadership 
which he had held through three sea 
sions. 
Senator Slack is a candidate 
for it again, and is now said to have 
enough votes fo win. 


The chances are very ravorable to 
the enactm ent of a new general pri­ 
m ary election law during the coming 
session of the legislature.

inations.

United States senators and direct the 
nom ination of all candidates for the 
state ticket and congress if adopted. 
It provides for a com pulsory primary 
of all parties on the sam e day and 
place. 


Chairm an Goodrich of the Republi­ 
can state com m ittee was here Friday 
for the first tim e in two weeks.

Accordingly, 
late yesterday afternoon Mr. I^andis 
Introduced the following resolution in 
the house: 
•'Resolved, that It is the sense of 
the house of representatives th a t here­ 
after in presenting reports, docum ents 
or other publications authorized by 
law, ordered by congress or either 
branch thereof, or em anating from the 
executive departm ents, th eir bureaus 
or branches, and independent officers 
of the governm ent, the governm ent 
printing office should observe and ad­ 
here to the standard of orthography 
prose rilled in generally accepted dic­ 
tionaries of the English language.’ 
The m easure was passed w ithout a 
dissenting vote. 
Tho system of re­ 
form s e llin g was put into effect by 
the president during the recess of 
congress, and ail public documents 
supplied to the executive departm ents 
have been printed In tho simplified 
way 
Those docum ents have been 
pouring in on congress over since th e 
opening day, m uch to the dissatisfac­ 
tion of a large m ajority of the mom 
hers of th e house. 
As a result the 
governm ent printing office w-as using 
two form s of spelling in public print­ 
ing. the staid old m ethod for congress 
and the reform m ethod in the ex­ 
ecutive docum ents. 
T his caused a 
confusion and com m ent unfavorable to 
the reform and finally was made an 
issue betw een the executive and legis­ 
lative departm ents, the judicial de­ 
partment having previously frowned 
upon the president s order 
The house also reached an agree­ 
ment under which it looks as though 
there would be a vote on the m uch 
m ooted question of an increase in the 
salaries of m em bers of congress, cab­ 
inet officers, etc. 
Mr. L itta u e r sought 
to have the question taken up, but 
Mr. Underwood objected at this stage 
of the proceeding. 
He said, however, 
th a t he would agree to consider action 
at the conclusion of the reading of the 
bill. and when it shall be reported to 
the house from the committee of the 
whole.

lueer Contrivance Used by the F ili­ 
pino W hen He Sets Out to Cap­ 
ture a Mess of Fish. 


An odd sort of fish catching con­ 
trivance used in the Philippine islands 
may be seen at the New York aqua­ 
rium. It is an open w’ork. dome shaped 
thing about two feet in height and two 
feet across in its widest part, at the 
bottom , made of thin strips of a native 
wood. 
The upper ends of these strips 
ire brought closely together around a 
circle of wood ut the top, while from 
there they spread out uniform ly wider 
and wider apart Uke the wires in the 
top part of a round top bird cage.

under these strips, about six inches 
below the top. fs set a wooden hoop, 
to which each of the slats is bound, 
and over this hoop the slats are st run? 
with a slight curve, to be held in shape 
and at unform distances apert by a tie 
run around a couple of inches above 
their bottom ends. 
So that this Is an 
open dome shaped contrivance mad© of 
slender curving vertical ribs; and in 
its construction it shows 
nice 
w ork­ 
manship.

An endeavor was made to arrive at 
the value of tho coal lands of these 
tribes, it having been variously esti­ 
mated at from $t5,000,000 to between 
four and five bd Bons of dollars. 
It 
was stated that application for the 
purchase of these lands was expected 
from the new state of Oklahoma. 
The secretary was unable to place a 
value on 4he lands 
The geological 
survey had estim ated the deposits to 
contain nearly three billion tons of 
coal, while the governm ent mining in­ 
spector for the territory placed the 
amount at a billion and a quarter tons. 
The secretary regarded the latter esti­ 
mate as moue nearly corm el. He ad­ 
ded th at a fair price* for the mineral 
rights might be arrived at upon the 
basis of the royalty of 8 cents a ton, 
the amount the Indians now receive 
under coal land leases. The secretary 
ex preseed himself against any present 
sale of the lands, saying he believed 
it would be impossible to get anything 
like a fair price for them. 
Senator Brandagje© rem arked that 
he had heard four billion dollars was 
to be offered for the lands. 
**I would accept that offer in a 
wink.” responded Mr. Hitchcock. 
The secretary advocated the sale of 
the surface lands over the coal de- 
C 
its, saying the way to accomplish 
I was by the sealed bld system. 
He approved generally a plan pro­ 
posed by the commissioner of Indian 
affairs, that the Indians incorporate 
and lease their coal lands. 
Discussing the oil production in the 
territory, Mr. Hitchcock asserted that 
the Standard Oil company had a mon­ 
opoly by controlling the pipe lines, and 
has forced the price of oil dr»wn to 34 
cents a barrel.

whereas 200,000 barrels a day could 
be obtained should the field be worked 
to its normal rapacity. The secretary
